property taxes paid for school taxes levied on property27

originally assessed at five million dollars or more28

because the assessment was subsequently reduced by29

the action of the property assessment appeal board30

or judicial action and the amount of the reduction in31

the assessment equals at least one hundred thousand32

dollars or two percent of the assessed value of33

all taxable property in the district prior to the34

reduction, whichever is less, the school district is35

eligible for an adjustment in state foundation aid.36

To receive the adjustment in state foundation aid,37

the school district shall apply to the department of38

management prior to the beginning of the budget year39

following the budget year in which the repayment of the40

property taxes occurred. The department of management41

shall determine the amount of adjustment in state42

foundation aid pursuant to subsection 2.43

441.38 Appeal to district court.46

1. Appeals may be taken from the action of the47

local board of review with reference to protests48

of assessment, to the district court of the county49

in which the board holds its sessions within twenty50
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days after its adjournment or May 31, whichever date1

is later. Appeals may be taken from the action of2

the property assessment appeal board to the district3

court of the county where the property which is the4

subject of the appeal is located within twenty days5

after the letter of disposition of the appeal by the6

property assessment appeal board is postmarked to the7

appellant. No new grounds in addition to those set out8

in the protest to the local board of review as provided9

in section 441.37, or in addition to those set out in10

the appeal to the property assessment appeal board, if11

applicable, can be pleaded. Additional evidence to12

sustain those grounds may be introduced in an appeal13

from the local board of review to the district court.14

However, no new evidence to sustain those grounds may15

be introduced in an appeal from the property assessment16

appeal board to the district court. The assessor shall17

have the same right to appeal and in the same manner as18

an individual taxpayer, public body, or other public19

officer as provided in section 441.42. Appeals shall20

be taken by filing a written notice of appeal with the21

clerk of district court. Filing of the written notice22

of appeal shall preserve all rights of appeal of the23

appellant.24

2. If the appeal to district court is taken from25

the action of the local board of review, notice of26

appeal shall be served as an original notice on the27

chairperson, presiding officer, or clerk of the board28

of review after the filing of notice under subsection29

1 with the clerk of district court. If the appeal to30

district court is taken from the action of the property31

assessment appeal board, notice of appeal shall be32

served as an original notice on the secretary of the33

property assessment appeal board after the filing of34

notice under subsection 1 with the clerk of district35

court.36

In addition to any other requirement for providing40

of notice, if a property owner or aggrieved taxpayer41

which such property is located within ten days of the47

filing of the protest or the appeal, as applicable.48
